On Saturday, Oct 1, th.e Blue 
and Gold slapped a 27-6 defeat 
on a scrappy Mexico team for 
their second win of the season. 
The Huskies started fast with 
Charlie Smith running the open- 
ing kick-off to mid-field, where 
it took just four plays to send 
Smith over the goal line. Capt. 
Hamilton missbd the extra 
point. 

Hamilton kicked off and re- 
covered a fumble on Mexico’s 
30 after an exchange of punts. 
Charlie Smith took over here 
and carried the leather over 
for six more points. Hamilton 
converted. 

Mexico came to life in the 
second period of the half. Sonny 
Bean, sophomore back, inter- 
cepted a pass on Mexico’s 35 and 
weaved his way down the side- 
line past three potential tack- 
lers to pay dirt. Hamilton’s tal- 
ented right again pumped the 
pigskin through the uprights. 
The third period was dominated 
by Mexico. With Gould’s sec- 
ond stringers starting the half, 
Mexico rolled up its eight first 
downs of the day. The subs did 
very well when they held on the 
15 yard line and kicked out of 
danger. By the end of the peri- 
od Mexico was once again 
crowding Gould’s goal line. 
Pleury plungfed over from the 
two yard line for Mexico’s only 
score. The try for the point was 
broken up by an alert, hard 
charging Husky line. 

With the regulars in for the 
final period, the Huskies battled 
to Mexico’s 40 yard line where 
Dick Klain raced around left 
end, picked up good blocking, 
and streaked oyer the. goal line. 
Capt. Hamilton’s toe was true, 
and the score stood 27-6. Mexi- 
co tried desperately to score 
through the air, but the y could- 
n’t break through the secondary 
defense. 

Breau, Mexico guard, played 
an excellent game for the Pin- 
tos, and led a scrappy line. The 
entire Gould team played well, 
showing plenty of fire when the 
going was rough.

GOULD OPENS WITH WIN 
OVER SOUTH PARIS, 14-6 

On Saturday, Sept. 24, the 
Gould Academy Huskies jour- 
neyed to South Paris to open 
their football season with a 14-6 
victory over the Cardinals. This 
was the first varsity game on 
the gridiron between the two 
teams in three years. The last 
gam e in ’47, resulted in a 32-12 
defeat for the red birds, so both 
schools were hepped up to the 
boiling point in spirit, Paris hop- 
ing to avenge the last game and 
Gould hoping to keep on top. 

The Gouldsters started out 
strong in the first quarter and 
took the ball down the field by 
a series of line rushes until it 
rested on the 15 yard line. From 
there it was carried around the 
right end and across th e line by 
Charlie Smith for the game’s op- 
ening touchdown. Bob Hamilton 
made the conversion with a per- 
fect place kick between the 
posts to give a seven point lead 
in the game. 

•However, Paris put a sudden 
stop to Gould’s field day and 
held them off until th e last min- 
utes of the second quarter be- 
fore the Blue and Gold eleven 
again romped from mid-field to 
the 15- yard line. From there 
Dick Marshall netted a ten-yard 
aerial from passer Charlie Smith 
and clashed across the goal to 
again tally for th e Gouldites. 
Bob Hamilton again had success 
with his educated toe to add an- 
other point for G\ A. Total now 
amounted to 14 points. 

Second half resulted in a dif- 
ferent story from the previous 
one, for the boys clad in red and 
white held the Bethel team 
scoreless for those two periods. 
Both teams had moments of 
drive and positions to score sev- 
eral times in the third frame 
but they were pushed back each 
time by fighting opposition. 

In th e middle of the last quar- 
ter Paris opened up with a last 
resort aerial attack in which 
Roger Wentworth completed 
one to Dick Pope, who took it 
over for their only score. They 
were driven back when they 
tried to rush for the extra point, 
Paris completed four passes in 
succession in the closing min- 
utes, but not enough to gain 
another touchdown before the 
closing gun. 

Clint Masdn and Milke Boyd 
both came up with good blocks, 
helping their team mates tote 
the pigskin across the goal. 

Though Gould’s backfield suf- 
fered a loss from its last year 
trio, it shows possibilities of 

turning in a successful season 
just the same, for with a little 
more experience and the will to 
win which they already have, it 
may prove hard to defeat them.
